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PREFACE 


SECOND  EDITION 


In  submitting  this  book  to  the  public,  the  compiler  entertains 
a  hope  that  it  may  supply  to  a  small  extent,  assistance  which  is 
now  wanting  both  to  Chinese  students  of  English,  and  Europeans 
desirous  of  learning  the  dialect  of  Canton. 

The  compiler  has  refrained  from  giving  any  homophonous 
sounds  as  equivalents  for  the  Chinese  characters,  partly  because 
there  exists  at  present  no  such  artistic  and  satisfactory  orthography 
for  the  southern  dialects  as  Mr.  Wade  has  prepared  and  arranged 
for  the  dialect  of  Peking,  in  his  invaluable,  'Hsin  Chin  Lu,  and 
partly  because  he  entertains  a  belief,  founded  on  and  justified  by 
a  lengthened  experience,  that  the  student,  who  endeavors  to  imitate 
with  accuracy  the  sounds  of  characters  as  pronounced  by  his  teacher 
will  be  more  likely  to  attain  a  good  pronounciation,  than  one,  who 
should  he  endeavor  to  reproduce,  by  the  means  of  vowels  and  liquids 
of  ever  shifting  and  varying  value — sounds  which  bear  but  a  slight 
approximation  to  those  of  any  European  language. 

The  same  reasons  influence  him  in  coming  to  a  like  decision 
with  regard  to  Chinese  equivalents  for  English  sounds. 

Desirous  only  of  being  useful,  and  by  no  means  blind  to  the 
many  imperfections  of  his  work,  the  Compiler  does  not  wish  to 
deprecate  criticism;  he  trusts,  however,  that  this  book  may  be  re- 
ceived in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  offered:  as  a  contribution,  though 
but  a  slight  one,  to  that  mutual  understanding  of  each  other  tongues, 
which  with  nations  as  with  individuals,  must  precede  and  is  often 
the  precursor  of  harmony,  peace  and  goodwill. 

A  blank  page  accompanies  each  lesson  for  the  pupil  to  make  a 
record  of  the  sounds  as  pronounced  by  his  teacher,  which  is  i 
marked  advantage  over  the  first  edition. 

I  have  to  thank  Rev.  A.  W.  Loomis  and  Mr.  Pong  Noy  for 
many  suggestions  and  their  assistance.
